With the co ming o f the 
harv est 
time, the wo o ds and meado ws are 
giv ing up their sto res o f fruits and 
nuts, and these wild pro ducts are said 
to be unusually abundant this 
year. 
Whea grapes are plentiful in the 
w o o dlands surro unding the city. 
The 
ho usewife is co mmencing to apprecl 
ate the fact that the wild grape 
makes as fine a jelly as can be pro duc 
ed. 
When used so mewhat green it 
makes a jelly as clear as strained 
ho ney, and almo st o f a go lden hue. 
Fo r 
appearance 
it 
wo uld 
be 
a successful co mpetito r at any co un­ 
try fair, and if the peo ple were 
to ld 
that it was made fro m a 
new grape 
there wo uld be a great demand 
fo r 
the vines. Mo reo ver, the wild grapes

either medicinal o r beverage, 
and 
no thing makes a better vinegar. The 
» peo ple who buy vinegar co sting the 
manufacturers fro m 50 cents a barrel 
up, and paying 25 to 30 cents a gallo n

U There pro bably never was such a 
cro p o f wild black cherries, either fo r 
quality o r yield. Every tree is lo aded, 
o r has been lo aded, to bending, and 
there sho uld be no need this year o f 
breaking the branches and destro ying 
the trees. The wild black cherry is 
kno wn to make a wine much prized 
fo r medicinal qualities, and makes a 
vinegar that is o f value fo r 
its 
strength, co lo r and flavo r. 
It is also 
said that this cherry makes a jelly 
that canno t be excelled, and a little 
inexpensive experimenting o n 
the 
part o f the ho usewife wo uld establish 
the truth o r falsity o f this claim, that 
is at least reaso nable. 
Wild plums are abundant. 
They 
are no t o f first quality fo r canning, o n 
acco unt o f the to ughness o f their 
skins, but fo r jellies and butters their 
superio r has never been pro duced, 
having a flavo r peculiar to themselves. 
The high price o f impo rted plums 
sho uld lead to the saving o f the wild 
cro p 
While the wild crabapple is no t uni­ 
versally esteemed fo r sauce and but 
ters, it is nevertheless passable when 
the skin has been remo ved, which may 
be do ne by bo iling the apple who le fo r 
a few minutes, o r even so aking in 
bo iling water. The skin is respo nsible 
fo r the bitter taste. 
But this apple 
makes a fine vinegar, and the cro p is 
such as has no t been seen fo r many 
years. It co uld be pro fitably handled 
by v inegar makers who use fruits. 
The yield o f hicko ry nuts, while 
pro bably no t so large as that o f las 
year, will he sufficient. 
Walnuts are 
very plentiful, and hazelnuts are un­ 
usual fo r yield and size. 
They have 
no t yet begun to ripen, but if the cro p 
sho uld be gathered 
wo uld puzzle the

The most advanced fields show 
ears well filled and dented, while the 
bulk of the crop Is mostly in the roast 
ingear stage. 
Reports indicate that 
with normal weather about one-third 
of the crop may be fairly well matured 
by September 20th, and that to ripen 
the full crop there is need of abundant 
warmth and sunshine till October 1 
Good progress has been made in fall 
plowing and harvesting potatoes and 
early apples. 
Pastures have been 
improved.

In fact the real struggle may no w be 
said to have o nly begun. 
Fro m this 
time we will be able to c om p le te ly 
tie up the packing plants o f the co un­ 
try and we will be backed by every 
labo r unio n o f the United States. The 
teamsters are pledged no t to handle a 
po und o f ‘unfair’ meat. We have been 
badly treated by the emplo y ers and 
they must realize so o ner o r later that 
o ur requests are to o reaso nable to be 
passed o ver.

Why florae» Hav e and Donkey « Hav e 
Not the Shy ing Habit. 
Horses sliy becau se they are descend­ 
ed from ancestors accu stomed to roam 
ov er plains, where any tu ft of grass or 
bu sh might conceal an enemy waiting 
to spring on them. 
Under these cir­ 
cu mstances they mu st often hav e sav ed 
, themselv es by at once starting away on 
observ ing any su dden or u nex pected 
mov ement or on coming withou t warn­ 
ing u pon some strange object. This is 
su pposed to hav e become a habit which 
has descended to their domesticated 
descendants. 
The donkey , on the other hand, is 
descended from animals which dwelt 
; in the hills, among which there were 
precipices and dangerou s paths, hence 
the su re footedness and comparativ e 
slowness of the donkey . Ills ancestors 
were not so liable to su dden attacks of 
wild beasts and of snakes. 
Moreov er. 
I su dden and wild starts on alarm wou ld 
hav e been positiv ely dangerou s to 
I them. Hence they learned to av oid the 
; v ery habit which prov ed so u sefu l to 
the horse in the plains.

The Man In the Iron Mask. 
All the best informed persons of ray | 
time hav e alway s thou ght that tills 
famdu s history was fou nded u pon the 
captu re and captiv ity of Mattioll, a 
Piedmontese political prisoner, who 
died in the Bastile in 17 03. 
In these 
day s prisoners were made to wear 
masks when trav eling, bu t ft wou ld be 
more ex act to say a mask the celor of 
iron. 
Ail the details which Voltaire 
added were simply fabu lou s and lau gh­ 
able, and I think y ou will find that my 
theory of the iron mask is the right 
one.—From the French Noblesse. 


Oar Fanny Bone. 
The “fu nny ” bone, or “crazy ” bone, 
as it is commonly called, is in reality 
no bone at all, bu t a nerv e, and its pe­ 
cu liar name, of facetiou s origin, is a 
pu n on the word “hu meru s,” the cy lin­ 
drical bone which ru ns from the shou l­ 
der to the elbow, the u lnar nerv e pass­ 
ing arou nd it. 
The nerv e is here su perficial and 
therefore comparativ ely u nprotected, 
so that it may be easily compressed, 
and then a blow u pon it cau ses a 
strange tingling sensation in the cou rse 
of its distribu tion, which is felt as far 
away as the little finger. The hu meru s 
has been the occasion of hu mor in oth­ 
ers, for Locker wittily writes in “ An 
Old Mu ff,” pu blished abou t 17 4 0:
